Fumes Knock Out 70 Firemen 


As Flames Sweep Drug Store 


Chemicals Blamed; | 


$60,000 Damage 


Unidentified gases resulting when a $60,000 fire gutted 
the Square Deal Drug Store building at 10 Broad St., N. W.

Nine fire companies and 
firemen, many of whom were re- 
lief crews routed out of bed, were 
called into action at 12:30 a. m. 
to battle the blaze which origi- 
nated in the basement of the store. 


Firemen collapsed in 
sciousness by twos and threes as 
the fire burned the store’s chemi- 
cal stocks causing nauseating 
fumes. 

“Every time the wind tossed 
that smoke at a fireman, he went 
down,” Asst. Fire Chief F. J. 
Bowen said. “It had a sweetish 
smell and when you licked your 
lips it had a sweet tast.. This was 
the toughest basement fire we 
have ever battled in Atlanta.” 


Bowen said all fire trucks car- 
ried gas masks, “but you can’t 
fight a fire wearing gas masks. 
They’re too heavy.” 

Other firemen said the masks | 
did little good. Men placing hose | 
in an adjoining bakery and sea- 
food store used them but the pall 
of smoke in the drug store ‘itself 
was too thick for effective work 
by men wearing masks. 

A strong wind blew the smoke | 
onto the street in heavy waves, 
causing firemen to drop even Aas |

Eire Crash 
Bump, Jiggle 
To Hostess 


LIMERICK, Eire, Dec. 29—(/) 
The crash of the Trans-World 
airline Constellation in a lonely, 
rainswept bog of the River Shan- 
non, which killed 12 persons and 
injured 11, was “just one horri- 
ble bump and a little jiggling 
around” to blonde Vina Ferguson, 
the 25-year-old hostess who sur- 
vived the disaster with only a 
pair of skinned knees. 

“It seemed like a couple of days 
before: we saw the flickering 
flashlights of the rescuers wad- 
ing through the mud,” the for- 
mer DePaul University co-ed said 
Sunday night in an interview 
from her bed in St. John’s Hos- 
pital here. | 

Describing the crash of the 
TWA’s Star of Cairo early Sat- 
urday Miss Ferguson said “there 
was no sign of trouble when we 
approached Shannon airport.” 


“We carried on normal landing 
procedure when the signal warned 
the passengers to fasten’ their 
safety belts as usual before a 
landing. 

“IT walked down the aisle in- 
specting the belts and remember 
waking Teele (Crewman William 
Teele, of Santa Monica, Cal., who 
was burned and had a fractured 
forearm.) 

“T had just settled down in one 
of the rear seats when there was 
just one horrible bump and a lit- 
tle jiggling around. The next 
thing I remember I saw the fuse- 
lage was broken off, just ahead 
of me. I unbuckled my seat strap 
and got out—but fast. 

“Joe Logan (purser Joe Logan, 
of Atlantic City, N. J.) was sit- 
ting beside me and across the 
aisle was Mr. Tannenbaum (David 
Tannenbaum, of New York City.) 
We climbed out the broken end 
of the fuselage and _ stumbled 
down the edge of a little bank. 

“T guess I was in a kind of hys- 
terical mood.” 

As soon as the three rear seat 
survivors got out, Miss Ferguson 
said, they began looking for oth- 
er victims by the light of blaz- 
ing high octane gasoline, which 
illuminated the smashed, twisted 
wreckage.

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Truman Plea 
Seen to Cut 
Small Taxes 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—(UP) 
President Truman may propose 
small tax reductions to the new 
Congress, chiefly affecting the 
lower income brackets, it was 
revealed Friday. 

His position, the first positive 
indication that he might favor 
some cuts, was disclosed by Rep. 
Herman P. Kopplemann, Demo- 
crat, Connecticut, who discussed 
taxes and other issues with the 
President on Dec. 19. 

“We discussed the possibilities 
of a tax cut in view of the de- 
sire of the President to balance 
the budget and pay something 
on our national debt,” Kopple- 
mann told the United Press, 

“We went into the question of 
a cut, if it could be done, and 
how much, and the President 
evidenced a desire that, if it were 
possible to lower taxes, the re- 
duction should benefit the lit- 
tle fellow who suffers through 
paying taxes. 

“Increasing exemptions of those 
earning up to $5,000 gross was 
mentioned in a casual manner. It 
was thought that through raising 
exemptions in this bracket, buy- 
ing power would be increased, 
and this is essential to the econ- 
omy of the country.” 

Mr. Truman will make known 
his tax desires in his budget mes- 
sage which goes to the new Re- 
publican-ontrolled Congress on 
Jan. 10. He also may mention 
taxes in his State-of-the-Union 
message and his report on the 
1947-48 economic outlook. 

At present his fiscal advisers 
are gathering data to counter Re- 
publican demands for a 20 per- 
cent across-the-boards reduction, 

Kopplemann gave what may be 
the clue to Mr. Truman’s posi- 
tion on this, He said the Presi- 
dent was deeply interested when 
he told the Chief Executive that 
the “Republicans want to cut the 
taxes of the big fellows, and com- 
pletely disregard the national 
debt.” 

He said Mr. Truman was think- 
ing about that and that it seemed 
to him that any reductions should 
affect heads of families making 
less than $5,000.

Life Social Security Jan. | 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—(UP)—More than 8,000,000 Americans 
will have won life guarantees of some Social Security benefits by 


Jan. 1 when the federal old-age 
its tenth birthday. 

Social Security was founded on 
Jan. 1, 1937, and most workers 
began paying one percent of their 
salaries into it, with employers 
matching the amount. 


In this 10-year period it is esti- 
mated that at least 4,800,000 per- 
sons who have been continuously 
employed will, on Jan. 1, become 
entitled to permanent retirement 
pay, even though they quit their 
jobs, 

There’s a catch, however. No- 
body can collect retirement pay 
until he is 65. If an eligible man 
quits work at 50, he will have to 
wait 15 years to begin collecting. 


But there is no age requirement 
for survivors of an insured worker. 

If he dies, the widow or chil- 
dren can draw payments immedi- 
ately. 

No one could live the life of 
Riley with Social Security pay- 
ments in this inflation era, but 
with some savings, he could get 
along.’ The maximum that can be 
paid is $85 a month—to widows 
with large families. 

Payments vary with salaries. 
The man who earns $250 or more 
a month can draw $44 a month

Filter Catches 
Sun's Colors 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 29— 
(P)—A new camera filter which 
its inventors say will make pos- 
sible detailed color pictures’ of 


the exploding fires of the sun was 


reported Sunday, 

Dr. Bruce Billings, Polaroid 
Corporation research physicist, 
said his electrically charged filter 
“is the first camera filter that can 
be adjusted rapidly and accurately 
enough to show the infinitesmal 
differences of color in the explod- 
ing solar streamers.” 

The important feature, he said, 
is the filter’s ability “to change 
transmission from any one wave 
length to any other wave length 
simply at the turn of the dial.” 

This is achieved, he explained, 
by the use of crystal plates which 
have an electrical charge on them 
and so when “tuned” change their 
optical characteristics to admit a 
wave length or color which in the 
previous stage was blocked. 

Dr. Billings added that his de- 
vice “may hold the key to im- 
proved long-range weather fore- 
casting and radio reception.”

Aims News 
At Russians 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—(#)— 
The official radio voice of the 


United States will begin speaking 
Russian about Jan. 15, officials 
disclosed Sunday, under State De- 
partment plans for a far-reaching 
information program designed to 
jump Soviet censorship and go 
directly to the Russian people. 


United States entry into the 
field of Russian broadcasts after 
several months’ delay is regarded 
by some top American officials 
as possibly one of the important 
international developments of the 
forthcoming year. Secretary of 
State Byrnes has felt that a major 
problem of the Western powers 
in dealing with Moscow has been 
the difficulty of getting their side 
of any’ issue across to the Russian 
people. 

A carefully-balanced policy has 
been worked out to deliver to 
Russia—with the aid of a power- 
ful new relay radio at Munich, 
Germany—a sustained program of 
news, music and discussions of 
cultural subjects. It is designed 
from the outset to be so fair and 
factual that it will give the Soviet 
Government no cause for offense. 
If the undertaking succeeds politi- 
cally, as State Department leaders 


‘appear confident it will, some con- 


troversial issues may be _ intro- 
duced later through the technique 
of broadcast debates supposed to 
present the merits of both sides 
fairly. 

The timing of the start of the 
Russian broadcasts has been deter- 
mined chiefly by the completion 
of the new Munich relay station 
which replaces the former Reich 
Post radio station here, 


Work on this installation was 
made necessary after the French 
Government dechned to make 
available in a manner satisfactory 
to the United States the wartime 
American relay facilities at Al- 
giers. Actually the Algiers sta- 
tion is still available for American 
use despite earlier indications it 
would have’to be closed up and 
dismantled, but it does not figure 
in the Russian broadcast plans. 


The work at Munich was de- 
layed, according to diplomatic in- 
formants here, largely because of 
objections by the American Mili- 
tary Commander in Germany, 
Gen, Joseph McNarney. He 
thought such use of the Munich 
plant might violate the four-power 
agreement for employment of vari- 
ous Germany facilities. Assistant 
Secretary of State William Ben- 
ton, charged by Byrnes with get- 
ting the Soviet program going, pre- 
vailed on McNarney to accept his 
plans. 

The station, which includes 
three 85,000-watt transmitters, was 
opened Dec. 15 as a unit in th 
world-circling “Voice of the Unit- 
ed States of America” network. 
Programs originating at State De- 
partment radio offices in New 
York are relayed daily through 
Munich from 11 a. m, to 4:30 p. m. 
(EST), which the State Depart- 
ment considers the best evening 
listening time in Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia, Romania, Poland, 
France, Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Austria. 


The Russian language programs 
have been difficult to arrange be- 
cause of a scarcity of persons 
qualified in the language and in 
ideas and concepts acceptable 
both to the United States and Rus- 
Sian Governments. 


The British have’ been broad- 
casting in Russian for about a 
year. According to information 
here, they have had no adverse 
reaction from the Kremlin, and 
believe they have received: good 
listener response. American offi- 
cials estimate there are 70,000 or 
more radio sets in Russia capable 
of picking up the Munich short- 
wave broadcasts, 


American information at pres- 
ent is designed to reach the Rus- 
sian people through State Depart- 
ment sponsorship mainly in two 
ways. 

The Moscow Government per- 
mits distribution of 50,000 copies 
a month of the official magazine, 
“America.” 

For a second channel, the Amer- 
ican Government has had to rely 
on a United States Information 
Service library at the Embassy in 
Moscow. That is considered a bad 
location because not many ordi- 
nary Soviet citizens care to be 
seen frequenting Embassy prem- 
ises. Consideration is being given 
to a request to the Russian Gov- 
ernment for permission to move 
the library outside the Embassy.

Citizens Healthier, But Canines, 
staple Diet, Lose Aristocracy 


ROME, Dec. 30—(NANA)—Italy 
is getting healthier. 

The death rate has dropped 
from 13.8 per 1,000 in 1945 to 12.3 
in 1946. Deaths from tuberculosis 
in 19 Italian cities of over 100,000 
have fallen from 14,500 to 12,000. 


Infant mortality during the same 
two years shows a drop of 20 per- 
cent, More than eight out of every 
100 Italian babies, however, still 
die in the first few weeks after 
birth, The figures under Fascism 
(1931-1933) were 17.76 percent of 
deaths under one year of age. 

These vital statistics should be 
directly related to the UNRRA fig-

Rising Aviation Casualties 


Last week was one of the most tragic 
in the history of commercial aviation. 


Over a hundred persons were killed 
in crashes on reputable air lines, flying 
regularly scheduled trips. 


Nor can the weather, unusually good 
over most of the.world for this time of 
vear, be-accused of all the blame. 


The safety records of which commer- 
cial aviation has been so proud are rapidly 
being dissipated. And mechanical failures 
and the human element are undoubtedly 
in large degree at fault. 


One may be sure, of course, that the 
air lines themselves are striving fran- 
tically to find the answer. A few more 
such weeks as last and their patronage, 
based on public confidence carefully built 
through the years, will show a sharp 
decline. With their very existence at 
stake, the giants of commercial aviation 


can be depended upon to exert every 
effort to ascertain and correct the cause 
of the increasing number of air accidents. 

But commercial aviation should not 
be left to do the job alone. 

Sweeping investigations are in order 
by the government agencies charged with 
protecting the safety of the air-travelling 
public. Probes must be made, not alone 
into every crash but into every current 
type of equipment and every suggested 
safety device. And air passengers must 
have assurance, not only that facilities 
are safe but also that evety available 
extra precaution has been taken. 

Commercial aviation has a great future 
before it. 

It cannot afford to jeopardize that 
future by not developing and utilizing 
equipment and procedures to make air 
travel as safe—or safer—-than competitive 
modes of transportation. 


How Should Farm Markets Be Located? : 


An interesting difference of opinion is 
currently manifest in Gainesville, where 
Commissioner of Agriculture Linder has 
promised to locate a State Farmers Market 
if money for the expansion of the market- 
ing program is provided by the forthcom- 
ing Legislature.

They should be prepared to go to Atlanta 
or to send delegations, if personal appear- 
ances are required to demonstrate local 
support of the program. Gainesville must 


get behind this undertaking and must dem- 
onstrate its backing, for its own good and 
for the good of the territory which it 
serves.” | 

Not so certain, however, 
Hardy’s Gainesville News. 

While sharing the Eagle’s enthusiasm 
over prospects for securing a farm market 
if all factors point to its success, the News 
recalls that “Gainesville has already had 
one farmers’ market collapse because of 
false promises and lack of use.” 

The News fears that “Commissioner 
Linder is pushing the farmers’ market idea 
in the hope of getting the incoming Legis- 
lature to increase his department’s income, 
and with the creation of the markets build 
up his political machine by placing friends 
and supporters in as market managers and 
have them run more or less politically in- 
stead of on a business basis.” 

To eliminate entirely the possibility of 
such markets being inadvisably located 
due to political pressure and patronage, 
the News suggests establishment of a State 
Farmers Market Commission with author- 
ity to place such facilities in localities 
which ‘scientific surveys indicate would 
best support them.

because “fire just can’t spread that fast.” 


They forget that’ none of the 62 who died in th 
e LaSalle fire 
was burned. All died in the corridors of suffocation and intense 
killing heat. None was burned to death in the ‘Winecoff. 


The LaSalle was “fireproof.” So was the Winccoff. Both had 
Stairways and elevator shafts which served as flues. 

Carbon monoxide gas and terrific heat billowed up and through 
the buildings—since they could not escape at the top. We foolishly, 


and almost criminally, fail to vent the tops of 
stairway shafts. ; ps of our elevator and 


; We do the same things in our homes—an average of 15 persons 
die per day in home fires, which are firetraps.

We display an appalling and inexcusable ignorance about fire 


and the gases generated by fires. 
Minutes It requires even a small fire but a few minutes to heat 
Sis ~ the air in a room to 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit. That can 
ignite clothing or wood. 


One breath of it will sear the lungs. The lungs so burned quickly 
and literally swell shut, causing what firemen know as “dry land 


drowning.” 


In the LaSalle fire, as in the Winecoff fire, it wa@s obvious large 
amounts of gas had been generated. They coule be smelled in 
the building the day after the fire. 


But the really deadly ones cannot be smelled. 


Collier’s magazine reported, in discussing recent fires, some 
case histories. : 

Ten minutes before noon in New York City recently, a Mrs. 
Selma Watkins stepped from her room in a tall apartment build- 
ing and walked to the elevator shaft to ring the bell. Near it she 
stopped to drop a letter in the chute. As she reached out her arm 
she died. The elevator had started up. It never reached there. Its 
operator died. A gust of gas-laden, super-heated air had billowed 
up the shaft and chute, causing both to drop almost instantly dead. 
Ohio Many persons recall the Cleveland horror, At 11:30 a. m. 

in a large hospital in that Ohio city, a nurse stepped out 
of an office into the corridor and suddenly coliapsed. 

Few, if any, heard the clatter of her tray of instruments. 

For death struck in every part of the building. 

Doctors and patients di¢d in the examining room. Mothers 
waiting with babies died in the waiting rooms. 

Within seconds 125 persons were dead or dying. 

Carbon monoxide*and other poisonous gases had puffed through 
the building through the elevator shafts from a fire in the X-ray 
storage room in the basement. They could not escape at the top. 

There is practically no substance in ordinary use which does not 
give off a toxic gas when burned. Incomplete combustion of wood, 
cloth, leather, drapes, carpets—all these produce gases. Most 
deadly is the commonest—carbon monoxide. I+ cannot be smelled 
or seen, Other poison gases generated in almost every fire in 
home or building are hydrogen sulphide, which kills by suffocation, 
and hydrocyanic gas, which some States use for criminal execu- 
tions instead o* hanging o~ electrocution. 

Boston’s Cocoanut Grove night club fire killed, almost within 
the span of 60 to 120 seconds, 492 persons—all by superheated air 


and gases. None was burned to death. 

Rules Some of the rules are—never open your door without 
' Careful investigation. Feel the handle or the top panel. 

If not hot, open the door slightly, bracing your foot against it. 

Turn your head away and hold your breath. If you feel a rush 

of air slam the door. 

In Auburn, Me., last year, a boarding house fire killed 16 per- 
sons when an early riser opened the kitchen door and let a hot blast 
of air from a basement sweep through the house. 

The Winecoff hotel fire spread with tremendous rapidity simply 
because gases ignited, billowing up unprotected stairways, pushing 
super-heated air which ignited. other materials and other gases. 

Not one of the many killed burned to death. Gases and hea 
killed all who died within the hotel quickly and more or less 
mercifully. Especially was this true on the upper floors not reached 
by fire. 

Thirty percent of home fires and an even higher percentage 
of room fires in hotels are caused by careless smokers. Too many 


- cigars, cigarettes, pipes and matches are left to go out by them- 


selves. Many don’t. 

Hotel fires can be greatly reduced by commonsense, watch- 
men, sprinklers and proper conduct. Home fires must rely even 
more on commonsense. 

We haven’t got too much of it—when it comes to our great 


killer and crippler—fire.

Shere is a new book in the book stores. — we have lost half of the soil | 


Written by Louis Paul, who has authored three 
a or four other books. As well as doing a stint 
in the studios of Hollywood. 

The new book is titled “Breakdown.” It is:published by Crown 
Publishers, New. York. It is not a nice book. It isn’t about a nice 
subject. It does, though, illuminate a dark side of modern life 
and it seems to me it would be valuable reading to anyone. 

The central character is a woman. A smart, successful, attractive 
young American woman. Living in New York, with an utterly 
satisfactory husband and a 10-year-old daughter any woman would 
love and admire. This woman is a successful career woman, too, 
a newspaperwoman. She writes a daily column for a big newspaper. 

And her life is a pitiful tragedy. For she is an alcoholic. In 
impolite language, a rotten drunk. 


: : She has reached the stage where periodi- 
Alcoholic Amnesia cally she loses touch with her own 
personality. In other words, her memory blanks out and for an 
hour or two she is in a state of amnesia. Afterward, she doesn’t 
know what she did, where she wert, in those periods. 

She tries desperately to rescue herself from what she knows 
is a disease. Doctors treat her, without much benefit. A psycho- 
analyst does help her, by uncovering the subconscious fear, inherited 
from an unhappy childhood, which is the hidden cause of the 
spiritual loneliness which is the hidden reason why sne seeks 
escape through alcoholic excess. 

Once, she is picked up by the police and taken to Bellevue. 
She wakes up in the alcoholic ward there. 

She doesn’t quite sink into the uttermost hell, chiefly because 
of her husband who, though he doesn’t understand, sticks by her 
through it all. And because of friends who do understand and like- 
wise stick with her.* : 

Toward the end, she is taken to a meeting of Alcoholics Anony- 
moys, that organization’ of ex-drunks and plain drunks which is 
the’ most intelligent approach to the problem of the individual 
alcoholic yet devised. 

Another woman helps her, and in turn she is sent to see a third 
young woman who desperately needs help. And in helping another, 
she finds her own way of rescue. At least that is the presumption 
at the end of the story. 


The bovk brings out the truth that an alco- 
holic is really a person who for some hidden 
physical or psychological reason is allergic to liquor. There is only 
one rule for them—they just can’t take a drink. Not one. 

One character points out that people who can drink socially 
and in moderation are to be envied. Just as some people who can’t 
tell a witty story at a party envy others who can. But alcoholics 
can’t drink at all. 

It isn’t really a matter of planning never again to take a drink. 
That is too big a resolution. It is, with the alcoholic, a problem 
of the moment. It is refraining from a drink right now, for the 
next hour, for the next 24 hours. 

There is one character, the executive editor of the heroine’s 
paper, who has been a periodic drinker. When he has one of his 
spells he nearly goes crazy but forces himself to actually pour out 
a shot of bourbon, look at it, smell it even, but pour it down the 
sink instead of drinking it. That takes miraculous will power. 

L said the book is worth reading for anyone. Worth reading by 
alcoholics, obviously. It could explain a lot to many such victims. 

But I believe it would be more valuable to non-alcoholics in 
teaching them something about the causes, the conditions, the 
experiences of alcoholism. : 

For one thing, it might teach them that -the problem of the 
drunk is not a moral problem. It is a problem of mental or physi- 
cal, or both, disease. ,

Only the Atomic Veto Left 


WASHINGTON—tThe recent meeting of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission disclosed that only a single issue stands 
in the way of agreement, in principle at least, on the internationali- 
zation of atomic energy. Ualess the signs are deceptive, the whole 
commission now accepts the original Acheson-Lilienthal-Oppen- 
heimer program of control, including its provisions for inspection 
and safeguards. The issue now confronting the commission is 
whether to take the further step proposed by B. M. Baruch in his 
elaboration of the Acheson-Lilienthal-Oppenheimer report—which is 
the step of suspending the Security Council veto in cases of proven 
violation of an atomic energy agreement. 

The British Government, while saying the correct things for 
the record, originally approached the atomic energy problem with the 
view that internationalization was doubtfully desirable and certainly 
impossible. As recently as this Autumn the British delegate on 
the Commission, Sir Alexander Cadogan, was tentatively instructed 
to move at once for the organization of an International Atomic De 
velopment Authority excluding the Soviets and their satellites— 
which would really have meant expressing the present line-up of 
world politics in a semi-military alliance rather than truly inter- 


nationalizing the terrible new force. 
A Change Yet last week, it is understood that the British dele 
gation received on the same day two sets of instruc- 
tions on the veto issue; and if the second set of instructions had 
not revised the first, British support for the American position 
would not have been so whole-hearted. Here is a major symptom 
of a change of heart, which is also being felt in some of the other 
delegations, such as the French. 

Probabiy the united front against Soviets and Poles will be mains 
tained in the end. It is also entirely possible that Andrei Gromykoy, 
after consulting his Government, will extend the immense change 
of heart which he also has experienced to embrace the veto issue, 
But if the Soviets accept the suspension of the Security Council 
veto, it will probably be because the Kremlin is impressed by thd 
same reasoning which has caused doubts among the other delegations, 

This reasoning is very simple. Assume that a world atomic 
development authority is established by the United Nations, charged 
with absolute control of atomic energy from mine to fission, and 
authorized to carry on necessary inspection and apply necessary 
safeguards without any internal veto. A violation occurs some 
where. Some member nation is found, perhaps, to be secretly 
mining uranium. What then occurs” 


original Baruch Plan called for the auto 

matic enforcement of sanctions by the United 
Nations military force. The first intention of the American dele 
gation was to include a proposal for equipping this force with atomic 
bombs in the Baruch plan as presented to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

But since no United Nations military force existed, and since the 
problems of recruitment, location of bases, etc., were in the highest 
degree difficult, it was decided to be less specific. As offered to the 
public, the Baruch Plan merely advocated suspension of the Secu- 
rity Council veto in order to permit automatic sanctions, but did 
not spell out how the sanctions were to be applied or by whom. 

The doubters now maintain that the whole question is academic, 
so long as no United Nations military force has been brought into 
being—and it seems extremely doubtful whether such a force can 
be organized. They argue that if there is no United Nations military 
force, the individual nations will themselves have the task of 
punishing the violator. They argue further that having discovered 
the most dangerous: kind of proven aggressor in their midst, the 
other nations will not be much impressed by the existence or absence 
of a Security Council veto. If they have the will to survive, they 
will resort to sanctions in the face of a veto. If they lack the will 
to survive the absence of a veto will not supply them with the cour- 
age in which they are deficient.

Unrefute Thus far, this argument has not been firmly and 

vublicly refuted, and it is not known what the refu- 
tation would be. The fact that even the American policy-makers 
feel the inherent difficulty of the position may be deduced from the 
failure to reach a policy decision on thegmatter of atomic bomo 
manufacture subsequent to internationalization. Certain of the 
American policy-makers desire bomb manufacture to continue, of 
at least for the already manufactured American bombs to be held 
“in escrow” for the United Nations, to be used if the atomic energy 
agreement is violated. 

But other policy-makers inquire precisely where the bombs would 
be stored, who would have charge of them, and how the guardian 
of the bombs would in turn be guarded. No solution to this riddle 
has as yet been forthcoming, and thus the two viewpoints have not 
been reconciled.

No Use 
To Legalize 


NEW YORK—Max Kase, the 
sport editor of the New York 
Journal-American, has opened a 
little contest in which the clien- 
tele are invited to argue the prop- 
osition that we have a journalis- 
tic duty to publish the point- 
spread odds established by the 
professional gamblers, on various 
games, in season. The question 
came into controversy early in the 
case of the attempt to fix a big 
professional football game at the 
Polo Grounds. Lew Burton, of 
the sport side, said these odds 
were news, as important as other 
news. I say that, by publishing 
them, we aid and abet the gam- 
blers in an _ illegal operation. 
These quotations are published 
not only in New York but in other 
cities and the habit of presenting 


them just grew, along with the |. 


growth of the traffic. 


THE MORALITY of gambling, 
by itself, is not an issue here. That 
question has been decided by the 
people through their Legislature 
under the republican, not demo- 
cratic, form of government which 
is guaranteed to our states by our 
National Constitution. Through 
this means, not only New York, 
but, I rashly venture to say, all 
other states, with the possible ex- 
ception of Nevada, have decided 
that gambling is illegal, saving 
certain whims and vagaries. Such 
‘is the winnowed wisdom of the 
‘people who, in many other re- 
spects, recognizing the danger to 
themselves of indulgence in pleas- 
ant follies, have authorized the 
cops to restrain them. Inasmuch 
as illegal activity is immoral,.tend- 
ing to defy and discredit govern- 
ment, the moral issue is thus dis- 
bosed of. 


FOR A MORE GARISH illus- 
tration, let us assume, unthink- 
ably, I hope, that there are in our 
midst some secret houses of pros- 
titution, and that the proprietors, 
with some justice, believe some 
members of our good society 
would take it as a publie service 
on our part to keep the public 
apprised of certain commercial 
data. Our own policy in the press 
has been severely otherwise. The 
vitality of this ancient 
might tempt a reckless debater to 
put us down as censorious, but 
here again we have only to look 
to the law for guidance and ease 
of conscience. 

This and gambling are equally 
illicit and the legislative process 
has spared us problems of deci- 
sion, if only we would avail our- 
selves of the convenience instead 
of looking for trouble. It is a 
comfort not to have to decide, for 
ourselves, not to quote fluctua- 
tions in the price of having an 
enemy knocked off. We just know, 
somehow, without having to 
phone our lawyers. 

So the issue is plain and the 
correct decision obvious. 


| THESE ARGUMENTS invari- 


' 


‘ably elicit the fact that we may, 
‘and most of us do, print the track 
\odds on horse races. The differ- 
ence here, and our excuse, is that 
these carousels are licensed by 
law and pay into the public treas- 
ury a percentage of the total 
amount wagered. It was not by 
our decision that an inconsistency 
lies here whereby one kind of 
gambling is made lawful and, one 
might say, almost a public duty, 
like the duty to buy bonds and 
pay taxes, while others are for- 
bidden. It is our right, and some 
of'us may think it our editorial 
duty, to inveigh against the dis- 
tinction, whether to advocate 
total abolition of all verbotens on 
all gambling, to forbid betting at 
the tracks or to establish muni- 
cipal blackjack and crap tables 
for the convenience of those who 
can’t afford the cost in money and 
idleness of days at the racing 
plants. Here, lest I be charged 
with fault, let me say that I 
quite understand that the mutuel 
prices are published not for the 
information of those who do at- 
tend the turfing but for the guid- 
ance of those who, for many rea- 
sons, cant’. The presumption is, 
and I share it, that such readers 
have found facilities to bet illegal- 
ly off the licensed premises and 
‘want to know how much they 
have coming from their bookmak- 
ers, or would have had coming if 
the pig hadn’t quit. But it is of- 
ficial information concerning a 
legal operation and the fault is 
not ours if an element of part- 
‘time anarchists abuse the sit- 
‘uation. 

_ QOur partners in this business, 
as we know, are low characters 
of the underworld who, by the 
enormous persuasion of money 
betes ig into hundreds of millions, 
| would be able to corrupt our Gov- 
|ernment through bribery. 

|. A few years before the war, 
I made a study of lotteries, in the 
‘course of which I gathered an 
‘enormous mess of unimportant in- 
formation on the British football 
pools. These roughly paralleled 
our new craze, although in detail 
there were differences. They were 
legal and the only revenue they 
paid to the British Government, 
which certainly needed money, 
came in the form of increased 
postal receipts and personal in- 
come taxes on the operators. They 
made their own odds, paid as much 
as they liked and came to be re- 
'garded almost as a public utility,

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 29—(P) 
A setting for what may be called 
basketball’s “dream game” was 
complete*today as the high-riding 
Oklahoma A&M Cowboys and 
Kentucky’s rampaging Wildcats 
prepared to meet here tomorrow 
night in a feature event of the 
Sugar Bowl’s mid-Winter sports 
calendar. 

The Cowboys, with three 
straight major tournament cham- 
plonships on their books, and the 
Wildcats, with a team _ record 
string of 26 victories, enter the 
game at the Municipal Audito- 
rium on fairly even terms. The 
tilt is the main go of a double- 
header which has Tulane and Lou- 
isilana State meeting in the pre- 
liminary affair. 

The Oaklahomans, although 
minus the services of All-Amer- 
ica Bob Kurland, who paced the 
team to two straight national Col- 
legiate Athletic Association titles, 
copped the All-College Tourna- 
ment Championship at Oklahoma 
City last night. It was their tenth 
victory this season against a single 
one-point loss to Long Island Uni- 
versity. 

The Kentuckians, coached by 
the colorful Adolph Rupp, knocked 


straight victory, prolonging a 
streak begun last year which in- 
cluded their third straight South- 
eastern Conference title and the 
National Invitational champion- 
ship. 

For the entire season of 1945-46, 
the Cowboys won 31 and dropped 
two, while the Wildcats copped 28 
and lost two. One of Kentucky’s 
losses was to Notre Dame and the 
other to Temple. 

While both clubs are well-knit, 
smooth-working outfits, the Wild- 
cats apparently have more “name” 
players and from last season’s 
squad lost only All-America Jack 
Parkinson. Replacing him, how- 
ever, are All-America Bob Bran- 
num and the sensational Alex 
Groza. The latter entered the 
armed service in 1945, interrupt- 
ing what obviously would have 
been a brilliant season for a fresh- 
man. He was leading the team in 
scoring when drafted. 

Four other All-Conference men 
are on Rupp’s present squad, in- 
cluding Jack Tingle, who made 
the All-Star team the past three 
years. The others are Ken Camp- 
bell, Ralph Beard and Wallace 
Jones. 

Beard, the mighty mite of the 
Wildcat squad, is rated as one of 
the most capable performers Rupp 
has ever had and leads the team 
in scoring with an average of bet- 
ter than 14 points. He poured in 
18 against Wabash last night as 
the Wildcats won, 96-24.
